This  list  shows  the  usual  preponderance  of  Erysipelas,  most  cases  of  which  have 
been  very  slight.  Of  the  remaining  14  cases — one  case  of  Diphtheria,  and  one  case  of 
Enteric  Fever  have  proved  fatal. 

The  Infectious  cases  have  occurred  all  over  the  District,  and  at  intervals  throughout 
the  year ; on  notification  being  received  prompt  steps  were  taken,  and  in  no  locality  has 
anything  in  the  nature  of  an  epidemic  occurred. 

Water  Supply. — Hodden. — This  Supply  seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily  now, 
and  will  no  doubt  prove  a boon  to  those  who  avail  themselves  of  it. 

Coleford. — A large  number  of  samples  of  Well  Water  have  been  analysed  during 
the  past  year,  and  a great  majority  of  these  proved  to  be  very  unsafe  for  dietetic  use. 
Steps  have  been  taken  to  close  these  unsafe  Wells,  and  to  induce  Owners  to  lay  on  the 
excellent  supply  now  available. 

Sewerage. — There  is  nothing  to  report. 

Infectious  Hospital. — There  is  none  in  the  District,  but  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  endeavour  to  isolate  cases  in  their  own  homes, 
where  possible. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  has  been  in  force  here  since  March,  1890,  and 
works  admirably. 

Disinfecting  Machine. — There  is  none.  Disinfection  and  fumigation  are  carried  out 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 

Dairies , Cow-slieds , etc.,  are  inspected  occasionally,  and  where  necessary,  reported 

upon. 


Inspectors  of  Nuisances. — There  are  two,  each  with  a sub-district.  Both  furnish 
Reports. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. — Nothing  has  arisen  during  the  year  on  this  point.
